ENCOURAGING SUGGESTIONS FROM 
ASSISTANTS. 

The problem of enlisting the interest of 
the assistants in the retail departments of 
bookstores, with the purpose of obtaining 
from them the helpful hints and suggestions 
which they are able, or should be able, to give, 
from daily contact with the constituents of 
the business, is one very often overlooked by 
the principals, especially those of the larger 
stores. Many assistants, no doubt, voluntar¬ 
ily call the attention of their employers to 
such points as come to them; but it were well 
to go a step further, and systematically get the 
minds of the salesmen to work in the interests 
of their employers. 

The average book salesman, as a rule, is 
quite content with a fairly conscientious dis¬ 
charge of his principal duty—that of selling 
goods—and is not inclined to give serious 
thought to any of the problems at the buying 
and selling ends of their employers’ business, 
or to take any special pains in reporting the 
little conversations with their customers and 
other daily occurrences that might be utilized 
for the general betterment of the business. 
Though an employer may feel that he is pay¬ 
ing for this sort of thing in the regular sal¬ 
aries, rather than go without, it would be well 
to offer some inducement for every idea or 


suggestion which might be deemed valuable 
enough to put into practice. This, it has been 
suggested by those who have successfully 
tested the matter, might be done by offering a 
certain prize, preferably cash, for the best sug¬ 
gestion offered during each quarter of the 
year; carrying it a little further if it is thought 
advisable by offering second, third and fourth 
prizes or more for other suggestions, and “con¬ 
solation” prizes for still others that are found 
useful, but are not counted of sufficient value 
to command anything more. This scheme would 
lead to a friendly rivalry on the part of the 
clerks and an added interest in the business 
that could not help but be of great benefit. In 
addition to this it leads the salesmen to think 
for themselves along lines that will add to 
their mental development and make them 
much more useful and valuable assistants. 
There should be certain rules for the making 
of these suggestions, such as having them 
written on one side of the paper, carefully 
dated and signed with the full name; but no 
restrictions whatever should be placed upon 
the range of these suggestions if the best re¬ 
sults are to be secured. 


MODERN LITERARY TITLES. 

“A LITERARY masterpiece,” says a writer in 
a recent issue of The Nation, “demands an 
appropriate style of title-page, preface, and 
chapter-heading to set off fully the intrinsic 
excellence of the contents. This apparently 
is not understood to-day by the ordinary 
craftsman in letters, although in the humbler 
sphere of journalism it is a truism. No well- 
conducted daily would throw “scare head¬ 
lines” upon the account of a missionary con¬ 
vention or a world’s peace conference; and 
yet no enterprising sheet would fail to use 
the proper types to flag the reader’s atten¬ 
tion at the news of a battle or a conflagration. 
How vastly the gentle art of bookmaking has 
decayed will appear if the typographico-liter- 
ary finish now prevalent is contrasted with 
that in vogue two or three centuries ago. 
The generous amplitude of the descriptive 
title of the Georgian or Elizabethan volume 
puts to blush the parsimony of the book of 
to-day. The artistic balance which the suc¬ 
cessive lines observe upon the plethoric title- 
leaf suggests the lettering which we reserve 
for lapidary inscriptions. And if, as so often 
happens, the frontispiece opposite is adorned 
with a cut, it is not a wishy-washy half-tone 
or a characteristic photogravure, but a verit¬ 
able intaglio to be graven in the visual mem¬ 
ory for all time. Oft in the stilly night these 
old frontispieces will haunt one—the bodiced 
shepherdess in the trim parterre, or else an 
allegorical lion “such as billowy Daunias 
never nurtured,” and with a countenance for 
all the world like to a Japanese lap-dog. In 
point of matter, too, the doubtful reader 
need be kept in suspense as to the character 
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of the older volume only long enough to 
digest the contents of the first page. . . . 
Fifty years ago a sub-title was in common 
use, to show that the author meant seriously 
to keep good faith with the trustful reader. 
But the sub-title was gradually relegated to 
the limbo of oblivion, and now the typical 
title is often intended to give but a hairbreadth 
clue to the voluminous labyrinth within, and 
sometimes —infandum —to baffle all conjec¬ 
ture as to the subject-matter of the book 
itself. The book-buyer, we contend, has a 
right to feel aggrieved at the author who will 
be guilty of such littleness. However mod¬ 
ern usage may exempt the writer of books 
from giving his brain’s progeny a long-winded 
name, there is no forgiveness for such as 
cudgel their wits to invent titles which serve 
as bald symbols of bewilderment. It should 
be actionable at law to issue books called by 
such interrogatories as ‘Whither?’ ‘Can You 
Forgive Her?’ or ‘Who Pays Your Taxes?’ 
In one particular only has the modern title- 
page shown any symptom of growth, and 
that is in the line devoted to the adulation of 
the author. All the space on the title-page 
that he can spare from the mystification of the 
reader, he devotes to the recital of his own 
degrees and honors. And so it comes about 
that we have these abhorrent problematical 
labels upon wretched romances, and can learn 
from the initial page only that it is not the 
author’s first offence, or, in the case of an 
enigmatical essay, that the perpetrator affect¬ 
edly styles himself the ‘Sometime Fellow of 
Hocus-Pocus College, Oxbridge.’ Clearly, in 
the change from the old title-page to the 
new, what we have lost in light we have 
gained only in wind.” 


OXFORD PRINTING. 

In our issue for December 13, 1902, (p. 
1428,) we gave a summary of Falconer 
Madan’s paper, read before the English Bib¬ 
liographical Society, on “The Oxford Press, 
with special reference to the fluctuations in its 
issues.” Since then Mr. Madan, who is the rec¬ 
ognized historian of the University Press, has 
converted his paper or address into a hand¬ 
some small volume with the title “A Chart of 
Oxford Printing, 1468-19^,” in which the 
chart itself is presented in adequate form, 
and is accompanied by letterpress, consisting 
of brief annals and accounts of some inci¬ 
dents and curiosities in the history of the 
University Press, of the greatest interest to 
bibliographers and other students. This work, 
published first for Mr. Henry Frowde, of the 
Oxford University Press, for private circula¬ 
tion, and reprinted subsequently for the mem¬ 
bers of the English Bibliographical Society, 
is not available to the public, but we cannot 
resist indicating at random a few “land¬ 
marks.” The first Oxford book known is the 
Latin Commentary by St. Jerome, (really by 
Rufinus of Aquileia,) on the Apostles’ Creed, 
which bears the date “1468.” Mr. Madan 
states the pros and cons for this date, and 
concludes that the greater the bibliographer 
the more certain he is that the true date is 
1478. The earliest Cambridge printer, (Mr. 


J. W. Clark tells us,) was John Sibach, the 
(riend of Erasmus, who printed books at 
Cambridge in 1521 and 1522. Eight volumes 
only are recorded as the products of his press; 
but one of these claims to be the first book 
printed in England in which Greek characters 
occur. Mr. Madan refers to fragments of a 
book issued about 1480—Cicero’s oration, 
“Pro Milone”; and if this be really a product 
of the Oxford Press, it is the first classic of 
any kind printed in England. The first press 
at Oxford ceased in 1486-7. In 1585, with 
£100 lent by the university, Joseph Barnes 
commenced printing, and the Oxford Press 
has been in continuous activity ever since. 
His first book was Case’s “Speculum moral- 
ium quaestionum.” In January, 1585-6 a 
committee “de libris imprimendis” was ap¬ 
pointed by Convocation; a preliminary one 
had been formed in December, 1584. It was 
in 1633 that a Committee of Convocation “ad 
audiendum, statuendum et determinandum de 
negotio impressorum et Praelf et eorum quae 
ad imprimendum pertinent” was formed. 
Subsequently delegacies were appointed in 
1653, 1662, and 1691. Towards the end of the 
seventeenth century Cambridge University 
undertook to manage its press for itself 
through the agency of curators, but the pres¬ 
ent system of Syndics dates from 1782. The 
first charter to Oxford which relates to print¬ 
ing is dated November 12, 1632. In 1665 the 
oldest existing English newspaper began as 
the Oxford Gazette, the Court being then at 
Oxford; since the twenty-fourth number this 
has been known as the London Gazette. In 
1675 the Bible Press began, and the first Ox¬ 
ford Bible and Prayer Book bears that date, 
(the Learned Press and the Bible Press were 
finally amalgamated in 1862.) The first 
“specimens” of type published in England 
were issued from the Sheldonian Press in 
1693. The new Clarendon Printing House, 
now known as the Clarendon Building, was 
first used in 1713, the name being derived from 
the fact t'hat the cost of the building was 
partly defrayed from the profits of Claren¬ 
don’s “History of the Rebellion,” of which the 
university possesses the perpetual copyright. 
As early as 1770 there was an Oxford Bible 
Warehouse in Paternoster Row, London. In 
1815 a Parliamentary paper was issued, show¬ 
ing that in the preceding seven years there 
had been printed at Oxford 460,500 Bibles, 
386,000 New Testaments, 400,000 Books of 
Common Prayer, and 200,000 catechisms, 
psalters, etc.—the total value being • nearly 
£213,000, while the value of the secular books 
printed in the same period was £24,000. In 
1870, to take a big leap, twenty-six editions of 
the Bible were warehoused ; in 1876, forty edi¬ 
tions ; in 1895, seventy-eight editions, and 
ninety editions of the Prayer Book. These 
totals are considerably exceeded to-day. It 
was in 1830 that the present Clarendon Press 
was opened, having cost upwards of £30,000. 
The Revised New Testament was published 
on May 17, 1881, and imwarHc nf ^ million 
Oxford copies were sold within twenty-four 
hours. In 1882 the “New English Diction¬ 
ary” was begun. In 1883 the London pub¬ 
lishing business was removed to the present 
premises at Amen Corner. In 1896 a New 
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York branch of the Oxford University Press 
was started. 

Mr. Madan has computed afresh the whole 
of the statistics for the chart, and he gives the 
total number of books produced at Oxford, 
(not necessarily at the University Press,) as 
follows: 1468-1600, 148; 1601-1650, 1161; 
1651-1700, 1428; 1701-1750, 1108; 1751-1800, 
1365; 1801-1850, 4449; 1851-1900, 9816; total, 
I 9 j 47 S- The proportion of books independent 
of the University Press may be taken to be 
less than five per cent, until about 1800, and 
as rising to about twenty per cent., (at most,) 
during the nineteenth century. Of course, it 
must be remembered that a single edition, 
though a million copies may be printed, is 
reckoned as one book, and Mr. Madan thinks 
that probably 200 or 300 issues of the Bible 
and Prayer Book have escaped him. But 
despite its necessary limitations the chart 
could very likely not be equalled by any print¬ 
ing press in the world.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

We regret to note the sudden death, on 
October 25, of Cornelius Van Cott, postmas¬ 
ter of New York, at the age of sixty-six. 

Alexander Griswold, president of John P. 
Morton & Co., died at Louisville, Ky., on the 
i6th inst., at the age of seventy, after long 
and painful suffering. 

Mrs. Euphemia Vale Blake, a well- 
known writer, died on October 21, aged 
eighty-eight. Mrs. Blake was born in Eng¬ 
land and came to this country when she was 
six years old. Her father. Professor Vale, 
was publisher of The New York Beacon. 
She was married in 1842 and moved to New- 
buryport. Conn., where she began literary 
work. While living there she wrote for near¬ 
ly all of the literary periodicals of Boston, 
and also wrote a book on “The Use of 
Ether and Chloroform in Surgical Cases.” 
She became one of a circle of literary 
women which included among their num¬ 
ber Celia Thaxter, Harriet Prescott Spof- 
ford, and Harriett McEwen Kimball. Re¬ 
moving to Brooklyn in 1856, she continued 
her literary work, contributing to many of the 
reviews and periodicals. Among the books 
published by her after her removal to Brook¬ 
lyn were “Arctic Experiences,” “Ocean Won¬ 
ders” and “The Marys of History, Art and 
Song.” Her last considerable book published 
over her own name was the “History of Tam¬ 
many Hall.” 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Word is the title of a new monthly 
magazine devoted to philosophy, science, re¬ 
ligion, Eastern thought, occultism, theosophy, 
and the Brotherhood of Humanity, the first 
number of which has just been published by 
the Theosophical Society Publishing Depart¬ 
ment, 244 Lenox Avenue, New York. 

The October issue of the Open Court keeps 
up its well-known high standard for instruc¬ 
tive information on higher things, though 
after eighteen years of pecuniary loss no very 
sanguine view can be taken of its ultimate 
pecuniary success, although an extra canvass 
this fall should bring results if true merit tells. 
The articles of special interest this month are 
“What the Dog is Built to Do,” by Woods 
Hutchinson; “Elie Metchnikoff and th« Cause 
of Senile Decadence,” by the editor, who 
offers suggestions for delaying the process; 
and “A Century of American Expansion,” 
described by an American journalist.

Atlanta, Ga. —W. B. Burke will shortly 
remove to his large store. 

Kansas City, Mo.—W illiam E. O’Kane, 
the manager of the Depository of the Western 
Methodist Book Concern in this city, has been 
transferred to Cincinnati, where he will be 
placed in direct charge of the Publishing and 
Merchandise Department of the Book Con¬ 
cern on November i. Mr. O’Kane has been 
connected with the Kansas Depository since 
1900, when the depository was removed to 
this city from St. Louis, and it is due to his 
enterprise that the depository has become 
one of the most important in the West. Born 
October 17, 1867, in Cincinnati, he was 
brought up in the bookstore of his father in 
Delaware, O., where he was a member of 
the class of ’87 in the Ohio Wesleyan Univer¬ 
sity. A year in Indianapolis, a year with A. C. 
McClurg & Company and eleven years in the 
Book Concern give him a wealth of experi¬ 
ence, which, added to the love of books, will 
make him invaluable in his new position. His 
successor here is the Rev. Dr. Jesse W. Jen¬ 
nings, of the North Nebraska Conference. 

Lorain, O.-—It is reported that Colliers and 
the Co-operative Publication Society may es¬ 
tablish a permanent bookstore here. 

New York City.— The trustee in bank¬ 
ruptcy of the Abbey Press is reported to have 
said that there are claims filed amounting to 
$128,000, and that he has no property in his 
hands. The entire assets consist of claims 
which are in litigation, the greater part of 
which very probably will not be successful. 
If all the litigation which he has on hand is 
successful, it would net about $50,000. Most 
of these claims are, however, on insurance 
policies, and the insurance companies are de¬ 
fending these, setting up arson, and in the 
only one that has been tried they obtained a 
verdict, as they proved this defense. Whether 
or not it will stand on appeal has not yet 
been decided. The balance of the litigation 
will probably take several years.

Pittsburg, Pa.— The Pittsburg Presbytery, 
it is reported, proposes to establish “The 
Presbyterian Bookstore of Western Pennsyl¬ 
vania,*' and cut loose from the Philadelphia 
board. A joint stock company is to be or¬ 
ganized and 200 shares of stock at $100 a 
share are to be sold. The Presbyteries are to 
buy no shares and 90 shares are to be put on 
the ecclesiastical stock exchange. Those who 
buy the stock are to do without dividends for 
five years. Presbyterian books are to be sold 
and other books at the discretion of the man¬ 
agement. An effort will also be made to se¬ 
cure a better room for the present store here 
iind a more comfortable location for the social 
gathering of the ministers. 

Rutland, Vt. —George G. Chalmers has re¬ 
moved to his new store, which has nearly 
twice as much floor space as his old quarters 
.and has entrances from two streets. 

St. Paul, Minn. —The Lawyers* Co-opera¬ 
tive Publishing Company, of Rochester, N. 
Y*., have purchased the business of Frank P. 
Dufresi\e, and will continue it, under the 
management of C. C. Wade, at the old loca¬ 
tion, the fourth floor of the National German- 
American Bank Building. Mr. Dufresne will 
remain with Mr. Wade for some time.

Doubleday, Page & Company are printing 
second editions of “Recollections and Letters 
of General Robert E. Lee’* and “A Belle of 
the Fifties,** the memoirs of Mrs. Clay, of 
Alabama. 

It is reported that a hundred unpublished 
letters of Prosper Merimee have been dis¬ 
covered in Paris. These letters, written in 
the author's charming style, deal largely with 
incidents of Paris society. 

The Macmillan Company will publish 
next month the new book by Dr. Davidson, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, entitled “The 
Christian Opportunity, being sermons and 
speeches delivered in America." 

William Ritchie, 70 Fifth Avenue, New 
York, will publish on the 31st inst. a story of 
the peons of Canada, entitled “The Overlord,” 
by Allan Mclvor, author of “The Bride of 
Glendearg."

The book is expected to 
have a large sale, inasmuch as it appeals not 
only to women, but also to the men whose 
money the women spend. This firm an¬ 
nounces that they have changed the discount 
on “The First Lesson in Food and Diet" from 
.short to net, with regular net discount to the 
trade. 

Fleming H. Revell Company have just 
brought out a book on the foreign population 
of our country by Samuel McLanahan, en¬ 
titled “Our People of Foreign Speech." The 
book is practically a useful digest of the cen¬ 
sus and immigration reports of the United 
States government, and is written with a view 
of giving an easy grasp of the unprecedented 
conditions confronting this nation. They are 
about to publish another novelette by Roswell 
Field, entitled “Little Miss Dee," which is 
said to be well up to the standard of his 
charming story of a bibliophile, “The Bondage 
of Ballinger," that attracted so much attention 
last season. 

Little, Brown & Co. have just brought out 
a romance of early Michigan, entitled “The 
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Wolverine,” by Albert L. Lawrence, of Lans¬ 
ing Mich., which is described as a spirited 
story of love and politics, with its scenes laid 
in Detroit just before Michigan became a 
State, and where disputes over the Ohio 
boundary line nearly led to open warfare. 
They have also just ready a new book of sto¬ 
ries by Richard Le Gallienne, entitled 
^‘Painted Shadows,” and a new edition of 
Mathilde Blind’s “Life of George Eliot,” 
which contains information that has accumu¬ 
lated since the work was first published, a 
bibliography and illustrations. 

Henry Holt & Co. report a curious ex¬ 
perience in publishing a net book. When the 
“Diary of a Musician” was published, as it 
did not profess to be fiction, it was not so 
listed by them. Subsequently, it seems, 
booksellers were prevented from selling it in 
quantities commensurate with the public in¬ 
terest in the book, because it was listed as a 
“net” book, and hence could not compete with 
fiction on the regular long discount basis. 
They have now, accordingly, listed it as a 
regular work of fiction, at $1.50 retail, instead 
of $1.50 net, and the usual long discount will 
apply. To dealers reporting at once unsold 
stock the publishers will give a rebate to ad¬ 
just the difference in discounts. 

Charles Scribner's Sons will publish 
shortly a volume of biographical sketches by 
Sidney Lee, which will include a number of 
studies originally delivered here by the author 
in the form of lectures. The book will treat 
of Sir Thomas More, Sir Philip Sidney, Sir 
Walter Raleigh, Edmund Spenser, Francis 
Bacon, Shakespeare’s life and Shakespeare’s 
work. They have also nearly ready a volume 
on “The Negro: the Southerner’s Problem,” 
by Thomas Nelson Page, which presents a 
conservative Southerner’s view on the present 
relation of the two races in the South, with 
an article showing how the relation has come 
about; also, “John Bunyan,” by W. Hale 
White, and “Coventry Patmore,” by Edmund 
Gosse, two new volumes in the Literary Lives 
Series. 

J. B. Lippincott Company will publish on 
November 8, “Baccarat,” a new story by Mrs. 
Julia Frankau, author of “Pigs in Cover,” 
the advance orders for which are heavier than 
the publishers were led to expect from the 
large sales of “Frank Danby’s” former book. 
They will bring out at once “The Chronicles 
of Don Q,” a romance of adventure and hu¬ 
morous experiences, with a number of lively 
illustrations, the advance orders for which 
have been unusually heavy. They have just 
brought out the sixteenth edition of Dr. 
Theodore F. Wolf’s book, “A Literary Pil¬ 
grimage,” and the fifth edition of the same 
author’s “Literary Haunts and Homes of 
American Authorsalso, the second edition 
of Miss Helen Pitkin’s novel, “An Angel by 
Brevet,” with a frontispiece by Rennell and 
decorated cover. 

One of the most important retail bookstores 
in the middle west evolved a novel idea for 
the display of “Old Gorgon Graham,” the 
new book by George Horace Lorimer, author 
of “Letters from a Self-Made Merchant to 


His Son.” A window display illustrative 
largely of the pork-packing industry was 
arranged. Hams and bacons, as well as like¬ 
nesses of little pigs were strung up around 
piles of the books. Over all hung the sign 
“Graham & Company, Pork Packers.” The 
result brought not only large sales but some 
complications. One old German woman came 
in and insisted upon knowing the price of the 
hams, and actually ordered one sent to her 
home. After the display had been closed 
people carne in for several days asking 
whether this store were not the new packing 
house which they had heard was established 
on Cleveland’s main street. 

Harper & Brothers have just ready Rob¬ 
ert W. Chambers’s new collection of stories 
entitled “A Young Man in a Hurry,” with il¬ 
lustrations by Christy, Smedley and Henry 
Hutt. They will publish on November 3 a 
work on “Phases of Modern Music,” by Law¬ 
rence Gilman, the musical critic of Harper's 
Weekly, who treats of the prominent modern 
composers, the much-mooted question of real¬ 
ism in music, women as composers and other 
topics of immediate interest. Henry Edward 
Rood’s new book for boys, “In Camp at Bear 
Pond,” will be brought out at the same time. 
The story is full of exciting adventures on 
land and water and in camp. Incidentally, the 
book is full of woodcraft, and there is exact 
information as to the tents, utensils, and tools 
necessary for camp life. An unusual feature 
of the story is the boys* finding the remains 
of an old Indian camp-fire, where they make 
important and interesting discoveries. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons will publish under 
the title of “The Coming Conquest of Eng¬ 
land,” a translation by J. H. Freese of “Der 
Weltkrieg,” by August Niemann, which has 
made such a sensation in the original; “The 
Garden of Years,” a volume of serious verse 
bv the late Guy Wetmore Carryl, with an in¬ 
troduction by Edmund Clarence Stedman; 
“Japanese Life in Town and Country,” by Dr. 
George William Knox, a new volume in the 
Asiatic Neighbors Series, in which the author 
gives a brief summary of Japanese history, 
tracing the development of the nation; “The 
Coming of Parliament,” by L. Cecil Jane, 
covering the period of English history be¬ 
tween 1350 and 1660, a new volume in the 
Story of the Nations series, forming a con¬ 
necting link between the two volumes already 
published in the series—on Mediaeval and on 
Parliamentary England, respectively; also. 
Octave Feuillet’s “Le Roman d’un Jeune 
Homme Pauvre,” with a preface by Ferdi¬ 
nand Brunetiere, the first of a series of ex¬ 
quisite little leather-bound French books. 

Francis P. Harper, publisher. New York, 
announces for the fall one of the most impor¬ 
tant works issued in recent years on the West, 
particularly the American Indians.

The set of four noble 
volumes of over 1600 pages is made up from 
the original unpublished manuscript journals 
and letter books kept by Father De Smet, and 
from his printed works.
